The state law in question was 
adopted last year, New Jersey being 
the first state to adopt such a law.

CIO Meets After 3 
Years Rapid Growth 
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Strike Is Answer 
Of UAW to Attack 
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Several Millions to Be 
Represented; 39 
Internationals 


— — —

The heart of modern America is 
represented in the first national 
convention of the delegates of sev- 
eral million workers of the CIO, 
which meets in Pittsburgh next 
Monday. 

The C. I. O. brought American 
freedom and American living stand- 
ards to the mass production work- 
ers of this land of ours. Modern 
America means steel, rubber, autos, 
radios, subways, etc. And it means 
more too. It means the new life 
the industrial workers have been 
winning since the CIO was organ- 
ized just three years ago this week. 

Steel was an open shop desert 
when the A. F. of L. convention 
met in Atlantic City in October, 
1935 on the eve of the formation of 
the CIO. Less than ten per cent of 
the auto workers were organized; 
not many rubber workers, transport 


writing to William Green, Presi- 
dent of the A. F. of L. for help. 


APPEAL IGNORED 


In this atmosphere John L. Lewis, 
President of the United Mine work- 


Union Sidney Hillman, President of 
the Amalgamated Clothing Workers, 
and other progressives told the A. F. 
of L. that craft union methods had 
failed in the mass production in- 
dustries. But the job could be done 
by industrial unions, these seasoned 
organizers explained. They begged 
the A. F. of L. to act without delay. 

Many delegates applauded, but the 
appeal was rejected at the demand 
of John P. Frey, reactionary Presi- 
dent of the Metal Trades Depart- 
ment; President Wharton of the 
machinists; President Bill Hutche- 
son of the carpenters and other die- 
harders. 


And by Bill Green too, who forgot 
the industrial union ideas he used 
to advocate. 

Privately the die-harders whisp- 
ered that the mass production bosses 
were too strong. In fact Frey was 
openly cynical when I asked him 
the next January if he didn’t think 
the mass production industries could 
be organized. The early Christians 
were going to Christianize the world 
in a hurry 2,000 years ago, he said, 
and they hadn't done the job yet. 


PROGRESSIVES MEET 


Lewis acted quickly when the At- 
lantic City convention turned his 
proposals down. He called a group 
of progressive international union 
presidents together in Washington, 
November 9, 1925. And these men 
launched the Committee for Indus- 
trial Organization. 

Eight hundred and fifty thousand 
workers were represented at that 
meeting—nearly half a million by 

wis himself; many others by 

idney Hillman, and other masses 
by leaders of the International 
Ladies Garment Workers, the oil 
workers, met at mine workers, 
textile, auto, millinery and rubber 
workers, metal mine workers, 
was there as an individual. 

The CIO wanted to work within 
the framework of the A. F. of L. 

“It is the purpose of the com- 
mittee,” the ten leaders stated, 
“to encourage and promote organ- 
ization of the workers in the mass 
production and unorganized in- 
dustries of the nation and affilia- 
tion with the A. F. of L.” 

Green spurned their aid. He de- 
manded in February, 1936 that the 
CIO dissolve the United Rubber 
Workers. The CIO refused and the 
rubber workers won a sensational 
strike against the Goodyear Co. in 
Akron, Ohio that same month 

Green next spurned a CIO offer 
of half a million dollars for a steel 
union drive. 


GO AFTER STEEL 


Then the CIO decided to do the 
job itself—and did. The small A. F. 
of L. steel union, the Amalgamated 
Association of Steel, Iron and Tin 
Workers, waived jurisdiction in the 
CIO's favor. And a Steel Workers 
Organizing Committee, headed by 
Philip Murray, Vice-President of 
the United Mine Workers and one 
of the ablest organizers in the trade 
union movement, opened offices in 
tre Grant Building in Pittsburgh in 
June, 1936. 

With a half million dollars to 
draw on Murray sent organizers to 
every steel town in the United 
States. Thugs deported them some- 
times but they always came back. 
And after nine months the huge 
U. S. Steel began signing up its 
subsidiaries with the CIO. 

J. P. Morgan's corporation was 
recognizing labor for the first time 
in its 35 years. 


NEW FORCES JOIN 


New strength had come to the 
CIO before Morgan's firm signed. 
New unions and over a million new 
members had joined up. And the 
New Deal national administration 
had been re-elected in November, 
that year with the help of the work- 
ingclass, including the very active 


“help of the CIO unions. 


The A. F. of L. Executive Coun- 
cil meanwhile had suspended the 
CIO unions (September, 1936), and

was to expel them in October, 1997. 
But the CIO moved on. 

The New Deal victory spurred 
Organization drives. A preliminary 
successful stay-in strike in the Ben- 
dix auto plant in late 1936 was fol- 
lowed by the overwhelming stay-in 
strike victories in the General Mo- 
tors in January, 1937. 

New Deal Governor Murphy's re- 
fusal to shoot down stay-in strikers 
in Flint. Michigan, brought an al- 
most bloodless victory. 


AUTO, STEEL SIGNS 


General Motors and Chrysler 
signed up that February. And in 
March the United States Steel Corp. 
the financial brother of GMO, fol- 
lowed suit.

® The election results in Connecticut pro- 
vide a class laboratory experiment for watch- 
ing the disastrous consequences of the split- 
ting policy of the “Old Guard” Socialists. 
The figures of the Gubernatorial race 
are a damning indictment. Here they are: 
Baldwin (Tory Republican) . . 235,275 
Governor Cross (Democrat)... 232,648

In short, the representative of Hoover 
captured the Connecticut Governorship by 
less than 3,000 votes. But, in 1986, Governor 
Cross got 372,000 votes, while the Republicans 
polled 277,000. The Republican vote dropped 
by more thgn 15 per cent—yet the Repub- 
licans captured power. How? 

The answer is—Jasper McLevy, Socialist 
candidate for Governor. He was the answer 
to the prayers of the Republican Party re- 
actionaries. 

While the New Deal lost the State by 
less than 3,000 votes, Jasper McLevy, Na- 
tional Chairman of the Social Democratic 
Federation, proudly sliced away 165,000 votes 
for his own private records, more than 150,- 
000 of which were sucked away from the 
New Deal-progressive column by McLevy’s 
side-tracking “graft” ballyhoo. 

Thanks to MeLevy's splitting, the Re- 
publicans won the election even though they 
polled less than 33 per cent of the vote, a 
drop of 42,000 votes. . 

The trick worked out exactly as the Re- 
publicans planned it. They heaped praise on 
McLevy, gave him generous publicity, praised 
him for “excellent grasp of the New Deal 
deficiencies,” and provided him with a free- 
of-charge build-up. 

Thus, the splitting of a Jasper McLevy, 
paralleled in underhanded ways by the same 
“Old Guard” gang in New York against the 
Unity of the American Labor Party, gave 
Connecticut to the Hoovers. It gave them 
also four new Tory Congressmen, the So- 
cialist Party splitting tactic working the 
same in each case. 

Nothing illustrates more vividly the false- 
hood of the Tory propaganda that it was 
the New Deal and progressivism which were 
repudiated in Connecticut. On the contrary, 
it was the very eagerness of the masses to 
express their hatred of reaction which gave 
McLevy his opportunity to save reaction. 
The numerical majority of the state, as 
proved by the votes, remains overwhelm- 
ingly for the New Deal and for progress.
